''^ It is of utmost importance that applicants understand 
the mission of Title IV, Part C before applying for a 
grant. This chapter provides such information by 
describing the State's mission and needs, the role of Part 
C as a mechanism for meeting these needs, the State 
program^riorities, the Request for Proposals, the fcmr 
grant types, and the planning process. 



The'^Misslon 



^ In its missic^ft to improve the quality of education, the 

• State has pursued many approaches to st imulate 'the adqpjiion 
* , 'of programs and practices that hold promise for improving 
* learning. ESEA Title III, the forerunner of Title IV, Part 

C, was one promising approach to improving educational > 
quality by introducing competitive funding to stimulate the 
development of innovative programs and practR^es. Though 
* much stimulation took place, the report card r^-^ting for 
local program continuation .ifter Federal funds^ceasod was 
less than satisfactory. Alsp, the number of successful 
projects which have be«n adopted by other districts for 
their own use hcis bepn less than was hoped. Part C has been 
administratively designed to break through this dilemma by 
, introducing a process krvown as "Trans /er ring Success." The 
mifjsion ^s the same; the goal is grecVter impact on all 
schools, not Just the grantees. 

; ^ * / 

Very simply stated; to improvit qua 1 i ty and widespread 
adoption. Part C funds vill be usedXto identify quality 
programs already in existence, to deVelop quality programs 
which should be in existence, to affiVm that they are quality 
programs through the application of r i\orous validation 
standards and measures, and to demons t r>ate t hese programs 
to others for purposes of encouraging thVir adoption or 
adaptation. 

There are several qualifiers for "Transferring Success" 
which permeate its intent. One is cost, ahd the other, 
program. These are two critical areas tha t\ sur faced when 
permanency received its low secure on the Tik^le III report 
card. 

' ' \ 

In terms of cost, rarely, if ever, will\a Part C grant 
be awarded to a district that would be unablAto continue 
the program with other sources of funds after Xart: C monies 
expire. This general rule is not based on that reas(^n alone, 
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V 

but, (in the likelihodd no similar district could afford 
to adopt a high cost program using its own funds. 

In tt^rms of program, rarely,' if ever, will a Part C 
grant be awarded to a district seeking an "add-on" 
program. 'By ^'add-on-' it is meant, ''adding to the existing 
program or adding t e.ns i vely to the local school budget 
after Part C funds end."* Therefore, Part C funds will be 
awarded o^n a competitive basis to districts which ari» 
Sleeking to replace less effective programs and practices 
In th(»lr rejjy^lar school programs wUh more effective 
programs .and practices.

Determine the' Objec^iv^ 



This is the next critical point at -which th^ ^ 
foundation of the grant li^ constructed. ^Obviously', theV. 
objective shquld relate directly to the need statements. \ 
How the/^e are* to be sta/ted in performance terms is 
described in Chapter IV , page 25 . Oi\ce these are 
framed, a series of activities are to be identified. 

Determine the Activities 

Selecting the righr activities is another critical 
point for program success. Incorrect selection of 
activities at this point will only lead*f(fo failure, no 
matter how brilliantly the objectives are stated. One 
way to^loo^k at this task is to first identify the problems 
that prevent the needs or objectives from being met. In? 
the case of the example need statement above '*What are' the 
^things^ preventing students - from earning an a^demic high 
school p;:ogram now?" List the problems an^ ass^Lgn^some 
order of importance to them.' ' ^ 

Often, innovations 'fail to meet the need because the 
real problem was not accurately and precisely defined.' 
Qnce the problem is so defined,' the solution may 8e more 
readily perceived and implemented. The next and final 
step on t*he road. to writing activates is identifying the' 
solution(s). to be applied. 

A solution is a series of activities which eliminate 
the problem and, thereby, meet the need and achieve the 
desired objectives. The more precisely the problem is 
defined, the more readily it can be determined whether 
there are available solutions. All of the growing 
resources for educational information retrieval should be 
u^ed in this search. 

Several possible solutzions to a given problem are 
often found. Validated programs already in existence may ^ 
be thjg-^nsjer . If not, the next step is to determine for 
each possible alternative svtch factors as: 

• The specific nature of the required activities. 

» The requirements in terms of skilli, time, 

materials, facilities, money, and other resources. 

d The evidence .from research ^d evaluated experience 
as to the effectiveness of/the solution in 
situations similar to the one in which it is to 
be applied . 
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m The probable short and long-term impact 

of the solution on other parts of the c 
educational system. >

Note that the application form does not ask for 
a listing of problems and solutions. It is 
sugg.ested that reference be made to them by the , 
applicant when preparing Item 1: Overview of Proje.ot 
in the application. (See Chapter IV , page 23 .) 



Decision Making 



At this point a <:ritical. step must be taken ty 
those in authority. On^the ba^sis of the information ^ 
developed in the preceding steps, they must d^^ 
whether they agree with the planned program and will 
support whatever commitment of resources and changes in 
policies arid practices are celled for in the plane. Failure 
to make key decisid^-makers explicitly aware of what is 
involved in th^>J decision to proceed with an innovative 
program has-been one of the major causes of failure in past 
change efforts. Involvement throughout the planning pi^pcess 
is the best way to insure that they will understand the- 
proposed program and be committed to 4t. • • 

Evaluation

Evaluation i§ the process for determining to what 
extent any activity is achieving the objectives toward 
which it is directed. Defined in this^-yay, evaluation 
should occur^at every step in the innovative process. 
Further, it should be keyed to the nature of the grant type 
being sought. For.example, a Demonstration. Grant should 
evaluate the e f f ec^ivenes« of transferring the program t;o ' 
consumer district^^^in^erms of training, im^ement a bio<ns 
^costs, etc.« More will be said on these matt^^ in 'Chapter^ 
II dealing with grant criteria and evaluation.' .Evaluation 
is mentioned here for its' importance in the planning process 
and to emphasize that implemented programs must, be^ evaluated

This is 9f primary 
importance'since reliable assessment of change cannot be 
made after-the-fact.

Adequate baseline data is essential 
to the me^isurement process.

The measurement process is 'a comparison of- "what was" 
with "what is" after project iictivities' have ^taken place 
and also measurement of the /degree to which^^what is" 
compares with "what was" expected In terms of Che criteria 
for success stated in the objectives. In addition, in^rlm 
assessment is necessary as project activities are undey 
way to ensure that these activities are meeting the — ^ 
o^ectives or, if they are not, to provide reliable Infor- 
mation for changing th^ activities in some manner to 
increase the possibility of success. The role of the 
evaluator and the evaluation design in respect to pro- 
viding information to project administration for decision 
making is an important element in the success of a project.

It may be prac.tical, as well, to s«t up joint committees 
of public and private school officials and other personnel.

Pursuant to the authority conferred by Education Law, Section 206, the 
^tate Education Department has established the following rules regulating 
the procedure in connection with hearings conducted pursuant to the pro- 
visions of Section 431 of Title IV, P.L. 93-380, 

U Request for hearing, by or on behalf o£ any applicant ad- 
versely affected by a de termina tion\of the State Education 
Department shall be addressed to thd Commissioner of Edu- 
cati(^ni, ■ the, University of the s\ate of New York, State Edu- 
cation Department, Albany, New York 12234 and mailed wit.fiin 
30 days after noUification by mail to such applicant of the 
determination which is being appealed. 

2. Within 30 days after the closing date for Requesting a hear- 
ing, the State Education Department shall designate a Com- 
ntittee to include in its membership at least one member of 

the Stale Education Department to hear and report, and specify 
the time and place wTiere said hearing is to be conducted. 

3. An applicant requesting a hearing shall serve upon the Office of 
ESC Program Planning, State Education Department, a copy of all 
papers, data, exhibits, and information which support its 
position. Copies thereof shall be submitted in triplicate 

to the Committee at least 10 days prior to the -date for which the 
hearing has been schediiled. 

4. An applicant may be represented before the ConmiitLee by 
its Chief Executive Officer or other employee duly author- 
ized to appear or by an attorney; when represented by an 
attorney, his name and post office address must be endorsed 
upon each paper submitted by the applicant. 

5. An applicant may waive oral presentation uefore the Com- 
mittee and submit on the papers served and filed with the 
Committee. V^Hiere oral presentation is had, the Committee 
may regulate the time allc^tted. 

6. The jurisdiction of the Committee is appellate in nature 
and its review of the determination of the State Education 
Department is limited to the papers, data, exhibits, and 
inf oxnna tion submitted in conjunction with the application 
or in support of matters asserted in the application, ex- 
cept that the Committee, in its discretion, may consider 
any official records or reports on file in the State Educa- 
tion Department relating to the issues involved in such hearing. 

7. A hearing stenographer will be provided by the State Educa- 
tion Department. Orders for copies of the transcript of 

the oral presentation must>be placed with the hearing stenog- 
rapher not later than the close of the hearing. Copies 
so ordered will bfe furnished by the hearing stenographer 
upon payment of the costs therer^f.

9. The State'Education' Department on the ba^sis of the hiring 
transcript and the findings, recommendations, and initial 
decision, if any, of the Committee shall render a decision 
and notify the applicant accordingly.

" the nature of the complaint whenever an applicant requests 
a hearing, and of the results of the hearing upon completion. 
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
